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The first version of this survey—A Comparative Study of Curricula 
in History, Geography and Social Studies (Unesco/ED/108)—was 
prepared by Unesco as a practical contribution towards a long-term 
programme for encouraging the development of international 
understanding among children through the teaching of regular 
school subjects. 

It would be difficult, at this stage, to prove which are the kinds 
of information or experience (apart from those gained through 
personal contact or travel) most likely to help children to understand 
the world in which they live and to feel friendly and co-operative 
towards other peoples; nor is it yet certain which are the best 
available means of developing in young people the powers of judg- 
ment and criticism, the respect for human rights and the sense of 
responsibility needed to equip them for an active part in national 
and international life. 

Long and careful research into these questions has already been 
begun, some of it under the auspices of Unesco. In the meantime, 
few would question the assumption that history, geography and 
social studies are likely to have a strong effect on the formation 


` of children's attitudes towards their own and other countries. 


Because these subjects would seem to present particularly good 
opportunities for giving children the sense f unity with other times, 
peoples and places which might be described as the basis of educa- 
tion for living in a world community, Unesco has given them special 
attention. Two international seminars or study conferences were 
organized in 1950, one on the teaching of geography and one on 
the improvement of textbooks, particularly history textbooks. 
In 1951, a third international seminar concerned with teaching 
methods and curricula was held, this time on the teaching of history. 

The Comparative Study of Curricula was originally prepared as 


a working paper for the seminar on the teaching of history. Parti- ` 


cipants at all three seminars gave serious consideration to the prob- 


. lems of curriculum and teaching method, and provided valuable 


information on what is being taught in their own countries. But 
the need was felt for a document giving authoritative information 
on the kind of school programmes in use in different parts of the 
world. The comparative study was a first attempt to meet this 
need. 

The information given m the original survey was collected for 
Unesco by the International Bureau of Education from Ministries 
of Education in 43 countries. Although particulars were not avail- 
able from all the countries of the world, nor even from all Unesco 
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Member States, the main regions of the world were represented. 
The 16 European countries whose syllabuses were summarized 
included countries in both Eastern and Western Europe; Africa 
was represented by Ethiopia and South Africa; the Near and Middle 
East by seven countries—the Hashemite Kingdom of Jordan, Iran, 
Iraq, Israel, Saudi Arabia, Syria and Turkey; the Far East by the 
Union of Burma, Ceylon, India and Thailand; the Pacific countries 
by Australia, New Zealand and the Philippines. North America 
was fully represented, Central America by three countries—the 
Dominican Republic, Honduras and Panama; and South America 
by Chile, Colombia, Ecuador, Paraguay ahd Venezuela. The study 
provided, therefore, a fairly representative selection of history, 
geography or social studies syllabuses in use throughout the world. - 

The first version of the Comparative Study of Curricula in History, 
Geography and Social Studies has been revised in accordance with 
information received during 1951 and 1952. In October 1951 the 
survey was submitted to Unesco Member States and National“ 
Commissions and to international teachers’ associations. In a 
circular letter (CL/556) comments on the document were invited 
together with suggestions for correcting any inaccuracies or serious 
omissions which might have occurred in summarizing or translating 
the syllabuses. The letter also invited Member States not repre- 
sented in the survey to send information on their syllabuses to 
Unesco so that it might be included in the revised edition. 

Replies were received from 43 countries.* Of these, 21** con- 
tained suggestions for alterations or additions to syllabuses summa- 
rized in ED/108 and 10*** gave information on syllabuses not 
previously included. Comments were also received from the Joint 
Committee of International Teachers’ Federations (Comité d’En- 
tente), the New Education Fellowship and, at the request of the -

In the new version the presentation of the syllabuses in chart 
form has not been altered and those examples on which no comments 
have been made are reproduced without change from Document 
ED/108. 

Neither ED/108 nor the present revised version of the study 
include information on teaching method. This is mainly due to the 
technical difficulties in the way of collecting the necessary data; 
it is not intended to imply that Unesco does not appreciate the 
importance of method. Participants at the seminars have stressed 
that a well-planned syllabus is wasted when the teaching methods 
are poor or inadequate; on the other hand, it is usually agreed that 
the best teaching methods cannot overcome the deficiencies of 
history and geography syllabuses which are too narrow in scope or 

o inappropriate to the stage of development reached by the pupils. 

It is hoped that the present summary of school programmes 
will be of value to all who are concerned with planning syllabuses 
in history, geography and social studies. 


The summaries of school programmes in history, geography and 
social studies presented here are listed in the alphabetical order of 
the fifty-three countries concerned. They are summaries of sylla- 
buses used in public or State-aided, not private, schools. It is, 
however, true that in many countries with private schools the 
syllabuses in these subjects are similar in both types of schools. 

In order to make the document as easy to use as possible the^ 
syllabuses are presented in simple charts. It will be seen that few 
of the charts are identical in form. This is due partly to wide 
variations in the amount of information supplied, and partly to 
differences in educational systems. The survey covers countries 
such as Belgium, Finland, France, Mexico and Turkey with highly 
centralized systems, as well as countries like Australia, Canada, 
India and Switzerland in which each province, state or canton is 


responsible for its own syllabuses, and the United Kingdom and 
the United States of America in which there is an even greater 
degree of freedom in curriculum planning. 

Information is provided under the broad headings of primary 
and secondary schools. These terms are not used universally and, 
where they are used, they often apply to children in different age- 
ranges. For instance, in the United States of America the term 
*elementary', not *primary', is used to describe the school educa- 
tion of children between 6 and 12, 13 or 14 years. Italy uses tho 
term ‘scuola elementare’, but most Latin American countries 
use ‘escuela primaria’. In India the terms ‘elementary’ and 
‘primary’ are interchangeable and their use depends on the part 
of the country referred ot. In the Philippines primary schools are 
for children between 7 and-11, in New Zealand for children between 
5 and 13 years of age. Similar variations occur in the use of the 
term ‘secondary schoo!s', Nevertheless it seemed advisable, for 
the purposes of this study, to use these terms throughout, and to 
indicate the approximate age of the children concerned and the 
years of schooling which they have had or are likely to have. 

Each summary also gives information, where available, on the 
number of lessons or hours per week devoted to each subject. 
Some countries have given details of their civics courses and, where 
this has been done, the information has usually been included in a 
separate column. 

The summaries conclude with a note on the printed or official 
sources from which the information has been taken. Particulars 
are also given, where available, on the ages during which education 
is compulsory, and on the number of pupils in primary and secondary 
schools. These particulars have in most cases been obtained from 
the World Handbook of Educational. Organization and Statistics 
recently published by Unesco. The figures for total enrolment in 
primary and secondary schools include those for enrolment in the 
private schools which exist, in varying proportions, in the majority 
of countries. j

Responsibility for education in Canada is not centralized in the federal 
government but rests within the jurisdiction of each province. Syllabuses 
for history and geography have been received from the following provinces: 
Alberta; British Columbia; Manitoba; New Brunswick; Newfoundland; 
Nova Scotia; Ontario; Prince Edward Island; Quebec; Saskatchewan. 

For the purpose of this study syllabuses have been selected for summa- 
rizing from Quebec (the only province in which the great majority of the 
population is French-speaking) and from Ontario (an English-speaking 

E province). The syllabus for Ontario is thought to be fairly representative 
of the courses in history, geography and social studies recommended for 
other provinces. The main difference is to be found in the programmes 
for Alberta, British Columbia, New Brunswick and Saskatchewan, where 
history and geography are presented within tle broader framework of the 
social studies both in the primary and in the secondary schools.

The four provinces—Cape of Good Hope, Natal, Orange Free State 
and Transvaal—have individual responsibility for their respective 
educational systems. Within each province there are three types of school: 
(a) for the children of European stock; (b) for the coloured and Indian (Asiatic) 
children (these are separated in Natal); and (c) for the children of the native 
or Bantu races. The content and organization of the syllabuses used in 
the different types of school at the various levels of education do not, 
however, differ very greatly from one province to another. In schools for 
the coloured and native populations there is a tendency, in some cases, to 
restrict or simplify the courses followed in other schools in the province, 
but in general, the same programme is recommended. 

The greatest difference between the three types of schooling would seem 
to be in the ages at which education is compulsory (see Note 2). 

Syllabuses were received from all four provinces of South Africa. The 
programme for the Transvaal was selected for summarizing as being fairly 
representative of courses followed in other parts of the country.

allowing the pupils a considerable share in the day-to-day running of 
the schools by the appointment of prefects, the keeping of school an- 
nals, etc., and by the formation of school societies and clubs largely 
conducted by the pupils themselves.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


As there is no centralized system of education in the United States of 
America, the summary given below indicates general trends of teaching in 
the various States. These trends reflect, in large part, the fact that teachers 
tend to affiliate with national professional organizations whose research and 
activities exercise a unifying influence on curricula. In the first three (and 
sometimes the first six) years, social studies are integrated with instruction 
in language, arts and in other fields; later, these studies are presented inde- 
pendently. In all classes, considerable emphasis is placed on current events; 
in the last six years of social studies, for example, up to 20 per cent of the ` 
time is thus allotted, All students take the course in American history, 
usually in the eleventh year of schooling. Other courses, in order of highest 
enrolment, are World History, Civics, and Problems of Democracy.
